Smyriiii WHS a great city of tho ancients,

In tbat prosperous nnd brilliant city 
thero was a Cl-.rJsti.in church established. 
After it had existed for u whilo it ivas 
i-ockvd down by an earthquake. It -was re- 
buiit. Then it wns consumed by a conflag- 
ration that swept over tbo entiro cily. Tbat 
cliurch wont tbrotJ^b fire, and trouble, and 
disaster, bat kept on to pi-cat spiritual pros- 
poritv. T'jo fact wns tbat church hud tho 
RI-UCU of God, an ever active principle. JJad 
it been otherwise, nil tho grandeur oJ arclu- 
tucturo and nil tho pomp ot surroundings 
would only bavo been tbo ornament o( death 
—tbo garlands o£ u coflin, thu plumoa of a 
heai-se.

It may bo prontnble to consider what nro 


tho elements of a livo church. 


I remark, in the Hist place, that one char- 


acteristic of such a church is punctuality in 
meeting its engagements. All ecclesiastical 
institutions havo financial relations, and they 
ought to meet their obligations just as cer- 
tainly as men vncot their obligations at tho 
hank. W hen a chu-ch of God is not ixs faith- 
ful in its pminises as tho Bank ot England 
it censes to bo n church of God. It ought to 
be understood "that prayers cannot pauit a 
church, nn,l prayers cannot pay tho winter's 
coal bill, aiul prayers cannot moot tho insur- 
ance, amUliat, while prayers can do a thou- 
sand things, thcro are. a thousand things that 
prayers ca-.ir.ot do. Prayer for any particu- 
lar church will never reach heaven high un- 
less it goes down pocijgt doep. In my church 
at tho west there- was a man of comfortable 
moans, who used to pray for his pastor in 
such elongated stylo that ho became, o 
nuLsauco to the prayer meeting; asking God, 
in a prayer that was almost without ceasing, 
that tho pastor might be, blessed in his basket 
aud in his storo, whilo tho fact was ho never 
paid anything. It wo pray for tho advance- 
ment of tho church and do not out ot our 
moons contribute to its advancement, our 
nraver is only mockery. Let the church of 
God then meet its obligations on tho outsiue, 
and let tho members of the congregation 
meet tho obligations on tho inside, and tbo 
church -will bo financially prosperous. 


Let mo say, also, that thero mast be punc- 


tuality in tho attendance on tho housrj of tho 
Lord
